aided

Romulus area -residents 
contributed more than $310 
last week to the Oklahoma City 
Red Cross effort to aid blast 
victims and their families. 

Dolores Valdez, owner of 
the Polka-Dot Pantry Shop on 
Goddard Road, collected the 
volunteer donations from her 
customers from April 19 (the 
night of the blast) until last 
Sunday. 

On Monday night, Valdez at- 
tended the Romulus City 
Council meeting to turn over a 
$310 check for the Red Cross to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally.

The Red Cross and the Sal- 
vation Army are the two larg- 
est disaster aid groups to 
arrive at the explosion scene 
to assist in the relief effort. 

Piggy backing off Valdez’ fi- 
nancial gift, the City Council 
voted Monday night to send a 
support resolution to Okla- 
homa City to add to the encour- 
agement the victims have 
received in recent days. 

Acting Mayor pro tern Ran- 
dolph Gear said he was shaken 
by the pain and heartache the 
residents of Oklahoma City 
bore this past week and was 
pleased that Michigan citizens 
were opening their hearts and 
wallets to the relief effort. 

Gear said he also was 
shocked, but impressed with 
the news that the U.S. Marine 
recruiter was found dead at 
his desk in Oklahoma City. 

Later in the evening a citi- 
zen, Debby Romak, asked for 
and was accorded a moment of 
silence for the tragedy victims. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry urged city officials to en- 
courage small businesses in 
Romulus to join others in low- 
ering their flags to half staff, in 
honor of the blast victims. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth said he also was im- 
pressed by the out pouring of 
help for Oklahoma from all 
races across the U.S.

Romulus man charged 


with killing mother of 2

A Romulus construction 
worker with a string of stalking 
convictions under his belt, was 
arraigned last Friday on an 
open murder charge involving 
the asphyxiation death of a 
kindergarten religion teacher. 

Police say that James 
Klepinger Jr. of Romulus had a 
previous police record of 
stalking three other women, 
prior to being charged with the 
murder of Sandy Anderson, 30, 
of Ann Arbor. 

Klepinger was reportedly 
arrested without incident last 
Thursday in Wayne, outside 
the home of one of his rela- 
tives. Romulus and Ann Arbor 
police officials had visited his 
former Romulus home several 
times earlier, but failed to find 
any sign of his whereabouts. 

Klepinger, who was em- 
ployed as a roofer and con- 
struction worker, also was 
sought on the job, police said, 
but was not found until he was 
spotted in Wayne. 

Westland and Garden City 
reportedly assisted Ann Arbor 
authorities in the arrest. 

Anderson and Klepinger 
developed a brief relationship 
earlier this year, after they met 
while he was doing some roof- 
ing work at Anderson’s apart- 
ment complex. 

Klepinger appeared to be 
an ideal companion, the vic- 
tim’s family reported, as he 
first cleaned oft the ice from 
her vehicle’s windshield dur- 
ing the winter months, left her 
little love notes and played 
with her two young daughters.

But apparently the brief 
fling started to heat up too fast 
for Anderson, and she broke 
off their romance after he be- 
gan talking of marriage and 
she found that he had made 
duplicate sets of her house 
keys without notifying her. 

When she sternly ques- 
tioned him about the keys, 
Klepinger reportedly told her 
that he felt the home also was 
his now. 

Not satisfied with his state- 
ment, Anderson reportedly 
changed the locks and had her 
brother, Steve, spend a few 
nights with her at the 
apartment. 

When Anderson failed to 
pick up her two daughters 
from a baby sitter on April 12, 
her family became alarmed. 

Her brother, Steve, was sent 
to check out her home and 
found the door locked, but 
upon entering, became some- 
what alarmed when he saw his 
sister’s phone unplugged. 

He later found her tied and 
gagged body in her bedroom. 

Ann Arbor police said 
Klepinger had crawled in a 
window of Anderson’s home 
earlier and had initially only 
planned to kidnap her. 

But Police Sgt. Joseph 
Wesolowski testified in court 


Friday that Klepinger instead 
tied up his 6 foot 3 inch ex-girl 
friend, placed a sock in her 
mouth and then put duct tape 
over her mouth. 

Klepinger then doused a 
cloth with rubbing alcohol and 
held it over Anderson’s nose 
until he felt she was dead, the 
officer said. 

He was taken to District 14 
A Court (Washtenaw County 
Service Center) for arraign- 
ment last Friday on felony 
murder and open murder 
charges. He was ordered held 
without bail and a return court 
date was set for May 3. 

Anderson, a divorced 
mother of two, was a sopho- 
more at Eastern Michigan Uni- 
versity, where she was 
studying medical technology. 
She also taught religion to a 
kindergarten class at the local 
Catholic church served as a 
volunteer with the local hu- 
mane society. 

Prior to the murder charges, 
Klepinger was found guilty of 
stalking women in Northfield 
Township, Warren and Melvin- 
dale. He served a 30- days in 
jail one time, two 90 day terms 
on the other charges and was 
given probation for peeping 
into another woman’s home. 

Women advocates are say- 
ing that the matter of public 
information about stalkers 
may become a prime issue in 
this case. 

The victim’s sister, Sheryl, 
said, “You can get any other 
kind of information about peo- 
ple on computers. Why can’t 
you know if a man had been 
arrested for stalking before 
you go out with them?”

top Inkster post

Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, who 
has been “Number 2” in the 
Romulus School District ad- 
ministration for 16 years, now 
is looking to become the top 
man in the Inkster Public 
School District 

LeCesne, who served as Ink- 
ster mayor prior to joining the 
Romulus School system in 
1970, was one of nine candi- 
dates interviewed last week- 
end for the school post 
formerly held by Dr. Edmund 
Beverly, who was fired and 
now surprisingly is running for 
a seat on the Inkster School 
Board. 

LeCesne first served as 
principal of the old Beverly El- 
ementary School of Romulus 
in 1970 and later became prin- 
cipal of Mount Pleasant Ele- 
mentary School, also in 
Romulus. 

In 1979, he assumed the 
rank of assistant suDerin- 
dent for administrative ser- 
vices in Romulus and has 
filled that post ever since. 

LeCesne is considered one 
of the favorites in the superin- 
tendent’s race of nine candi- 
dates, based on his hometown 
knowledge of Inkster and his 
long term experience as assis- 
tant school superintendent of 
Romulus. 

The current listed student 
enrollment in the Inkster 
School District is 2,125 stu- 
dents, including 489 at the high 
school. The remainder of the 
students attend the district’s 
junior high (299) and the two 
elementary schools, kinder- 
garten through the sixth 
grades (1,337). 

The Inkster school district 
leaders screened the applica- 
tions for superintendent from 
April 10-12. The top nine can 
didates were interviewed for 
75 minutes each last Thursday 
through Saturday. 

The final selection of candi- 
dates will be given a second 
interview May 2 and 3 and the 
winning candidate will be se- 
lected and notified May 8 or 9. 

The new Inkster superin- 
tendent will assume office on 
July 3 or some other mutually 
agreed on date. 

According to one reliable 
source, LeCesne had been of- 
fered the Inkster’s superinten-

dent’s position five years ago, 
but he refused to accept be 
cause, according to the source, 
“it would mean taking a huge 
salary cut.” 

The candidates’ list also in 
eluded such prominent local 
educators such as Dr. Thelma 
McCollum, a school adminis 
trator with the Inkster Public 
Schools; and Quentin Mingo, 
who is presently serving as the 
interim school 
superintendent. 

Other candidates include: 
Dr. Lee Martin, with the Flint 
Community Schools; Dr. Drue 
Guy, an assistant professor at 
Bowie State University, Bowie, 
Md.; Dr. Walter Burt, executive 
director for Planning and Stu 
dent Services, in Gary, Ind.; Dr. 
Charles Townsel, director of 
Reading and Chapter I Fund 
ing in Phoenix, Ariz.; and Dr. 
James Rutter, Superintendent 
of Grant Joint Union schools in 
Sacramento, Cal. 

School officials said that 
they would narrow the field to 
three finalists.

In the wake of the bombing 
of the Oklahoma City federal 
building, attention has turned 
to the Michigan Militia and its 
relationship with bombing sus- 
pect Timothy McVeigh. 

The bombing, events lead- 
ing up to the bombing, and the

Hundreds of western Wayne 
County Christians will be re- 
joicing this weekend at the Sil- 
verdome stadium in Pontiac, 
not for any sports highlights 
but for the growing success of 
Promise Keepers ministry.

More upscale housing and a 
new $3.5 million golf course 
are definitely in the works for 
Romulus, city leaders an- 
nounced on Monday. 

The new golf course and as- 
sorted single family housing 
units are being planned for a 
335-acre parcel of property 
that was recently purchased 
from Wayne County by Resco 
Inc. of Sterling Heights. 

The site, formerly known as 
part of the Eloise property, has 
been used for farm ventures 
for many years. It is located at 
Van Born and Merriman roads. 
The Resco company, owned by 
Salvatore Cottone, plans to 
create approximately 400 
single-family homes and an 18- 
hole golf course in that area. 

A public hearing before the 
Romulus Planning Commis- 
sion is slated for 7:30 p.m. May 
15 in the city council cham- 
bers. 

One portion of the hearing 
will concern the rezoning of a 
small two- acre parcel that 
would be used to construct a 
gas station and small mini- 
mall. 

The other part of the hear- 
ing would dwell on use of the 
portion of the 18-hole golf 
course and erection of about 
400 upscale single-family 
homes and condominiums.

Saturn Electronics of Ro- 
mulus was fined $20,000 in en- 
viron mental penalties 
recently, after pleading guilty 
to one felony count involving 
the pollution of the Frank and 
Poet Drain. 

The company also has 
agreed to clean up a 300 foot 
ditch it contaminated and to 
upgrade its operations at the 
Northline Road facility to en- 
sure that it no longer dis- 
charges contaminated water 
into the drain, according to the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources. 

Saturn Electronics also has 
agreed to pay the court costs 
and has been placed on a one- 
year non-reporting term of 
probation. 

The DNR investigation be- 
gan in December 1993, when a 
private citizen complained 
that suspected contaminants 
from the Saturn facility were 
entering the Frank and Poet 
Drain. 

The state probe discovered 
that a pipe that lead from the

NOXIOUS WEED NOTICE TO THE 
PROPERTY OWNERS IN THE 
CITY OF ROMULUS 

In accordance with P.A. 359 of 1941, as .unended and Chapter 19, 
Article 3, of the Romulus Code of Ordinances it shall be the duly of all 
owners of lands on which noxious weeds are found growing, to 
destroy the same before they reach a seed bearing stage and to prevent 
such weeds from becoming a detriment to public health. 

If any such owner, agent or occupant of such land shall refuse to 
destroy such noxious weeds or cause them to be destroyed, it shall be 
the duty of the Noxious Weed Commissioner to enter upon such land 
and destroy such noxious weeds. 

Any expense incurred in such destruction shall be paid by the owner or 
owners of such land, and the City shall have a lien against such land 
for such expense. Any owner who shall refuse to destroy such noxious 
weeds shall be subject to a fine of not more than $500.00 and/or not 
more than 90 days in jail. 

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to 
growing any small grain crop such as wheats, oats, barley or rye. 

All weeds not cut by May 22, 1995 will be cut by the City and the 
owner of the property will be charged with the cost. Subsequent 
cuttings will be done as often as necessary when vegetation reached 12 
inches in height and/or seed bearing stage. 

All refuse and debris on the given owners property will be removed by 
the City at the owners expense.

The bombing of the Ok- 
lahoma City federal 
building brings to mind 
another bombing that oc- 
curred in the early 1970s. 

The similarities of the 
two situations and those 
that were involved with 
them are striking. 

We are told the Oklahoma City bombing conspiracy 
had its roots in Michigan. Apparently this state has a 
very active citizen militia. Experts rate Michigan and 
Montana as the states with the most fervent militias 
— and Montana’s, lead by the infamous John 
Trochmann. has connections with the Aryan Nations, 
a white supremacist group. 

Joseph Ditzhazy, a local spokesperson for the 
Wayne Chapter of the Michigan Militia, and former 
confidant of Mark Koernke. the Dexter man now be- 
ing questioned by the FBI. warned us that violence of 
some nature was going to happen soon. Ditzhazy, has 
since renounced the Michigan Militia, but claimed 
Koernke, with the Nichols, had conceived a plot to 
blow up a portion of the Grayling National Guard 
base. Obviously, that plot never happened. 

The early 1970s bombing did happen, and as a kid 
growing up in the area, it was impaled in my memory, 
the incident I speak of was the bombing of Pontiac 
school buses. It happened at the time that city was 
court-ordered to desegregate schools. A group of sub- 
urban men. not unlike the Nichols, Timothy McVeigh. 
Koernke and others loosely connected with the right- 
wing organization of that time, the Ku Klux Klan 
(KKK). were found guilty of the bombing and ulti- 
mately jailed. 

Unlike Oklahoma City, this bombing did not injure 
persons. It was detonated in a bus yard in the middle 
of the night. 

A few years later as a cub reporter, I got to know 
one of the men responsible for the bombing quite 
well. By then, he was a responsible small business- 
man in Waterford. He invited me to his house on sev- 
eral occasions to convince me to collaborate with him 
on a book about his days as an officer with the KKK. 
the plot behind the school bus bombing, and the re- 
sulting five years in the federal prison. I could not 
force myself to collaborate on such a project because 
my beliefs were opposite of his. 

Beliefs aside, he was the most likable guy one 
could ever meet. The same could be said of Robert 
Miles, who was the KKK Grand Dragon in Michigan, 
as well as an invited guest of Aryan Nations, and one 
largely responsible for their rhetoric of hatred. Many 
experts now claim that the anti-government move- 
ment and the hate movement in Michigan, which was 
later imported to Montana, are directly related to the 
theories of Miles and others that followed his KKK 
meetings in Howell, in Clarkston and in Western 
Wayne County. 

For many of us it is unimaginable to think that our 
neighbors or friends could be capable of violence on 
the scale of Oklahoma City. We dismiss these nice 
guys as “big talkers” who are long on words, but short 
on action. We understand it is popular to condemn 
our federal government and forgive our neighbors 
when they go overboard talking about it. 

But, I’m here to tell you, the same kind of talk was 
heard in the early 1970s from the same type of people. 
They hated the federal government because they told 
us we had to bus our children across town to unfamil- 
iar schools. They too complained about taxes getting 
out of hand, gun control and the usurption of person- 
al liberties. 

The parallels are striking. I’m convinced that the 
Waterford businessman would not attempt a crime 
like the Oklahoma City bombing. But, then again, 
most everyone you read about thinks the same about 
Timothy McVeigh. As an open society we cannot put a 
stop to our friends and neighbors meeting to vent 
their frustrations with the federal government, how- 
ever, we can make darn well sure that we won’t listen 
to those that spout hatred and violence. If we don’t 
listen, then they don’t have a forum and if they don’t 
have a forum, they’ll soon stop. 

As a newspaper, Michigan Community Newspapers 
joins all decent and responsible citizens in sending 
its condolences to the families that have lost loved 
ones in this tragedy. Let none of us forget the damage 
that can be done by a few hatemongers hell bent on 
mass destruction.

Credit danger 
to economy 

To the editor: 

Remember the so-called 
Business Cycle? Well, forget 
it — it’s obsolete. 

The U.S. economy has 
transcended the old fashion 
business cycle in favor of 
something I would call the 
“Credit Cycle.” 

The old business cycle was 
based on the domestic pro- 
duction and consumption of 
goods. When we over-pro- 
duced domestically — a glut 
of goods dragged the econo- 
my down — inventories accu- 
mulated, people were laid 
off. 

When the glut was “ab- 
sorbed” things picked up 
again. In the old days global 
trade was balanced by using 
tariffs. 

Now, here’s the problem. 
We don’t produce very many 
things in this country any- 
more. Go to any retail store 
and check this out if you 
don’t believe it. We are a 
consumption-based service 
economy. Because of the 
global economy production 
of goods has become less rel- 
evant to our economic think- 


ing. 

What is relevant? Credit 
and access to credit. It is 
consumption via exploding 
consumer credit, not produc- 
tion that is driving this econ- 
omy. A1 long as people keep 
spending everything they 
earn and borrowing a bunch 
on top — the economy will 
continue to “grow,” or at 
least present the illusion of 
growth. 

Other countries like Ger- 
many, Japan and China have 
jealously preserved their in- 
dustrial bases and still oper- 
ate on the classical business 
cycle. We in the U.S. have, in 
essence, set our selves up as 
the “consumer of last resort” 
for the world’s industrial 
production. 

How do we get away with 
consuming so much and bor- 
rowing all of this extra mon- 
ey? Well, it helps to be very 
very rich to start with. For 
the better part of this centu- 
ry the U.S. has been the 
world’s “blessed” economy. 
And, when you are blessed, 
you can get away with doing 
a lot of stupid things — like, 
for instance, trashing your 
industrial job base, running 
huge, out-of-control budget 
deficits and have exploding 
and stratospheric levels of 
consumer debt and virtually 
no savings rate at all. 

But, all economic cycles 
have an “Achilles Heal”. 
Economies like machines, 
are not capable of perpetual

motion. 

Every boom has a bust. 

But wait! We have so few 
factories to shut down. Vir- 
tually all the serious consumer 
production is done in places 
like China, Thailand, Mexico 
and other low wage countries. 
So what collapses to produce 
the “bust” phase of the cycle? 

Answer: Consumer credit. 

Sooner or later credit cards 
“max” out - monthly bills grow 
too large. People cut back. 
Debt balloons - for some bank 
ruptcy happens. The economy 
slows to a crawl. 

Now it does not take an eco- 
nomic genius to see that the 
old business cycle was - given 
time - roughly self sustaining. 
However, it is equally clear 
that a credit cycle model 
based on constantly increasing 
consumption and debt is not 
self sustaining. You can not 
consume your way to eternal 
prosperity. 

Credit based consumption 
is a false god, a trap really. 

What are the consequences 
of this madness? The trade 
deficit will never be resolved. 
(If you don’t make things, you 
can’t sell things). The dollar 
will continue to shrink in 
value. Interest rates will go up 
to “protect” the dollar, and not 
to stow inflation as widely 
feared. Why? Because world- 
wide labor is dirt cheap. This 
is and will continue to be pas- 
sed on to the consumer in the 
form of lower prices. 

The net result for us? A slow 
grinding decline in our stan- 
dard of living. Most people re- 
alize that something is not 
right with this economy. Yet 
professional economists are 
baffled by the seeming “gloom 
in the midst of plenty.” I am 
not baffled. The Credit Cycle 
explains it all. 

Some day future historians 
will say of this economy - 
“They were eating their ‘seed 
corn’ and calling it 
prosperity.”

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Chevrolet Suburban needs leg room, comfort

Ever want to pretend that 
you are a Desert Storm soldier 
driving a Hummer across the 
sands of Kuwait? Well, if you 
would like to have this experi- 
ence during your daily com- 
mute, then maybe the 1995 
Chevrolet Suburban is the 
answer. 

This civilian hauler is about 
as close as you can get to mim- 
icking the size of the Hummer. 
Unfortunately, the Suburban 
doesn’t have the optional M 16 
holder to move those pesky 
slow drivers out of the left 
lane. 

With 149.5 cubic feet of 
cargo room, the Suburban can 
either haul a baby elephant or 
potentially nine people with 
all three seats in position. 

With an MPG rating of 12 in 
the city and 15 on the highway, 
the Suburban will remind you 
that this is a serious truck with 
a serious appetite. 

Fortunately, the 42-gallon 
fbel tank should be good for 
about 500 miles on the odome- 
ter before you have to stop and 
raid your savings account 
again. 

My vehicle came to an as 
tested price of $32,531. For the 
price you receive: a 5.7 litey V8 
producing 200 horsepower; a 
four-speed automatic trans- 
mission; four wheel anti-lock 
brakes; driver’s side air bag; 
aluminum wheels; front and 
rear air conditioning; rear 
heater; an AM/FM stereo with 
cassette; cruise control; power 
windows and locks; and four 
wheel drive. 

The Suburban began its life 
back in 1936. In 1955 it re- 
ceived a sheetmetal upgrade 
and a new V8 engine.

The year 1982 marked that a 
6.2 liter Diesel V8 was offered 
along with a four-speed auto- 
matic transmission with over- 
drive. In 1990 rear wheel anti- 
lock brakes were introduced. 

And in 1992 the Suburban 
received its current look along 
with four wheel anti-lock 
brakes and Insta-Trac on the 
four wheel drive models. 

Chevrolet and GMC Truck 
have cornered the market with 
the Suburban. Until the Hum- 
mer became available in civil- 
ian form, there was nothing 
even close to the Suburban’s 
passenger or cargo carrying 
ability. 

Rumor has it that Ford and 
Chrysler have plans to intro- 
duce their own special pur- 
pose vehicle within the next 
year. 

This may be a blessing in 
disguise for buyers due to the 
fact that the Suburban has a 
few idiosyncrasies that are a 
bit irritating considering the 
truck costs over $30,000. 

To start with, the front pas- 
senger seat design is very poor. 
It is a classic bench seat di- 
vided by a fold-down armrest. 

Now consider this, I am 5 
feet, 6 inches tall, my pas- 
senger is 6 foot tall. When I 
move the seat all the way for- 
ward to drive, my passenger 
starts to sing an octave higher. 

Why? Because the whole 
bench moves. The bench is not 
split in any way, thus making 
potential childbirth a problem 
for my passenger. 

The second thing on my 
gripe list is the fact that this

vehicle wanders way too much 
on the road. The steering feel 
is poor, being very unrespon 
sive compared to some larger 
trucks that I have tested from 
Ford and Chrysler. 

I found myself constantly 
correcting my position in my 
lane, making me a bit edgy 
while driving, and I am sure 
the cars around me did not 
feel too well either. 

Although I can find negative 
and outdated aspects about 
the Suburban, it still appeals 
to a wide spectrum of buyers, 
from contractors and utility 
companies to large families 
and retirees who travel long 
distances. 

The problem that Chevrolet 
may face is that if Ford and 
Chrysler carry through on 
their plans to build competi- 
tors, then Chevrolet may have 
to totally rethink its design in 
order to remain competitive 
and keep a foothold on the 
niche that they have created. 

One threat that could totally 
disrupt Suburban sales would 
be the introduction of a Dodge 
Ram version of this special 
purpose vehicle. The Ram of- 
fers a more up-to-date style 
and interior. However, buyers 
must deal with reality, and re- 
ality is that the Suburban is on 
top because there is no 
competition. 

My advice to Chevrolet 
would be to redesign now be- 
fore the competition rears its 
ugly head and dethrones the 
current champion, I mean 
contender...

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Wheatley becomes New York Giants No. 1 pick

To paraphrase the song, 
New York, New York, if former 
Robichaud High football great 
and Inkster resident Tyrone 
Wheatley can make it there in 
the Big Apple, he can make it 
anywhere. 

The New York Giants made 
the 6-1, 235-pound Wheatley 
their No. 1 pick in the NFL 
draft on Saturday, and Wheat- 
ley and his former coaches and 
friends were elated. 

Wheatley however was the 
NFL’s 17th pick overall. 

“Personally, I am very 
happy for him,” said Robic- 
haud coach Bob Yauck, who 
was Wheatley’s mentor and 
coach for four years which cul- 
minated in the star running 


back leading the Bulldogs to 
their first-ever Class B state 
football championship in 1990. 

“Tyrone had an excellent 
high school and college foot- 
ball career,” Yauck added, 
‘‘and he also has all of the tools 
in becoming an excellent pro 
runner.” 

The Giants, under coach 
Dan Reeves, need the offense 
that they have lacked in recent 
years. And Wheatley could 
generate the yards that they 
need to return to the glory of 
bygone years. 

Wheatley will have two 
well-known running backs, 
Rodney Hampton and Her- 
schel Walker, as understudies. 
But Yauck believes when the 
time comes Wheatley will get 
an opportunity to show that he 
has the talent to make it in the 


NFL. 

“Wheatley is the building 
block that the Giants were 
looking for,” Yauck added. 
“There is no doubt in my mind 
that he will be given the oppor- 
tunity to make the starting 
unit.” 

Wheatley, his mother, Pat, 
an aunt and his girlfriend, at- 
tended the draft on Saturday 
which was staged at the his- 
toric Madison Square Gar- 
dens. He had not returned to 
Michigan on Monday, accord- 
ing to the Sports Information 
Department at the University 
of Michigan. 

The SID said that Wheatley 
would probably be taken on a 
whirlwind tour of New York 
and that there were several in- 
terviews planned. 

“But we have not heard 


from him,” the official said. 

In his last interview with 
Michigan Community News- 
papers, formerly The Associated 
Newspapers, Sports Staff, 
Wheatley said that he wanted 
to be remembered as a phe- 
nomenal player. 

Wheatley managed to ac- 
complish his goal as a high 
school athlete at Robichaud. 

He also rewrote the record 
books at the University of 
Michigan where he led the 
Wolverines to a couple of Big 
10 titles and the Rose Bowl. He 
scored a record 54 touchdowns 
and became the Wolverines 
all-time leading rusher with 
4,178 yards during his four 
years at U of M. 

Now, the world waits to see 
if Wheatley can fulfill the 
dream in the NFL.

Peterson sets Glenn hurdles’ record 


Todd Peterson won the 
highs and the low hurdles - 
the highs in record- setting 
time - to lead Westland John 
Glenn to a third-place finish 
at the Monroe Track and 
Field Invitational. 

Peterson covered the 
highs in 14.8, erasing the old 
mark of 14.9 he had estab- 
lished at Glenn. He then 
came back to the track and 
covered the 300-meter lows 
in 42.1 for his second gold 
medal of the windy and cold 
Saturday afternoon. 

Glenn finished third (62 
points) in a field that drew 
some 15 local and area hieh 


school teams. (See related 
story on this page). The 

Rockets finished ahead of 
host, Monroe, by a mere two 
points and usually powerful 
Redford Catholic Central, 
nee Detroit CC, but behind 
invitational winner Ro- 
mulus and runner-up Ann 
Arbor Pioneer. 

“The kids did an excel- 
lent job,” said Glenn coach 
Jess Shough. “We came 
close to winning this meet” 

Shough’s 1,600-meter re- 
lay team of Shannon Lott, 
Peterson, Jason Crosby and 
Jason Olewnik placed sec- 
ond to Romulus in the 


event, posting a 3:33.19 for 
the silver. Ann Arbor Pi- 
oneer was disqualified for 
tossing the baton. 

The Rockets also re- 
ceived outstanding perfor- 
mances from Ken 
Costantino, who placed fifth 
in the pole vault competi- 
tion after successfully nego- 
tiating 10-feet. In the high 
jump, Mark Dziuban 
cleared 5 feet 8 inches and 
finished fourth and Crosby 
also placed fourth in the 
long jump (19 feet 6-1/2 
inches). Torrance Walker 
was fifth in the event with a 
leap of 19 feet 6 inches. 


The Westlanders also had 
the fourth-best 3,200-meter 
relay team in Joe Wo- 
jowsicz, Chris Gillen, 
Crosby and Olewnik who 
toured the distance in 8:31.1. 
The 800-meter relay team of 
Phil Allen, Charles Bailey, 
Lott and Brent Washington 
also finished fourth (1:36.38). 

The Rockets took a 
bronze in the 400-meter re- 
lay as Shough juggled his 
lineup with Walker joining 
Allen, Bailey and Washing- 
ton for this one. They com 
bined for a 46.3.

It went right down to the 
final event on Saturday at 
the Monroe Track & Field 
Invitational and Romulus 
runners edged Westland 
John Glenn in the 1,600-me- 
ter relay to capture its first 
major invitational track ti- 
tle this year. 

The victory in the final 
relay provided Coach Nor- 
bert Glover’s Eagles enough 
first-place points to move 
ahead of Ann Arbor Pioneer 
in the final team standings. 

Romulus amassed 86 
points to win the invita- 
tional, while Pioneer was 
runner-up with 75.5 and 
Glenn came away from the 
field of some 15- teams with 
62 points and the third- 
place trophy. 

“To say I am pleased with 
the overall victory of our 
team would be an under- 
statement. It’s more like 
elated,” said Glover, who is 
beginning his third year as 
head coach. “These kids 
told me they were going to 
win before the meet and 
they did it They displayed a 
lot of confidence. I am 
proud of them.” 

Romulus picked up two 
other gold medals. The Ea- 
gles’ 800-meter relay fin- 
ished first in 1:33.0 with 
Maurice Franklin, Thomas 
Taylor, Patrick Thomason 
and Tyrone Tapp. 

Taylor came back and 
won the 200-meter dash with 
a 22.71 finish with teammate 
Patrick Thomason finishing 
fifth in 23.1. 

In the decisive “mile” re- 
lay, Glover chose Jeremy 
Castle, Tapp, Taylor and 
Ambrose Green for show- 
down. They took charge and 
the event in 3:30.1. 

Romulus also produced a 
pair of silver medalists 
thanks to Nick McKinney, 
Castle and its 400-meter 
relay. 

McKinney soared 20’8” 
for a second place in the 
long jump. Teammate Mc- 
Cain had the third-best 
jump. His performance 


and fifth in the 100-meter 
dash with sprinters Green 
and Eric Nunlee, a member 
of the All-Area football 
team. Green was clocked in 
11.2, while Nunlee crossed 
the finish line in 11.5. 

In the 300-meter hurdles, 
Jeremy Castle was clocked 
in the third-best time of 42.9. 

Green also placed fourth

Not only do many 
of the engineers play in an eve- 
ning hockey league once a 
eek, but also skate three 
times a week at the Inkster 
Civic Ice Arena during their 
lunch periods. 

“Everybody is out there to 
get some exercise and to have 
a good time,’’ said Jack Baker, 
a Carron and Company engi- 
neer and lunchtime skater. 

Baker and another Carron 
engineer, Scott McPherson, 
started the lunchtime skating 
four years ago, and govern it by 
collecting the money and mak- 
ing sure everyone is one time 
getting back to work. 

) “We make sure it’s not 
abused,” said Baker. “It’s a 
nice privilege that we don’t 
want to lose.” 

. In order to make this get-to- 
gether possible, the employees 
have agreed, on an honor sys- 
tem, to take an extra half-hour 
or so for their lunch periods 
and make up the time lost at 
the end of that day. This en- 
sures that a full day is still 
worked.

management and Mark 
Megge,” said Baker. “You have 
to be very open-minded to step 
into something like this.” 

Megge, owner and chief op- 
erating officer (CEO) and a 
lunchtime skater as well, said 
that many companies are do- 
ing this type of thing for their 
employees, citing Ford Motor 
Company, Livemois Engineer- 
ing and Penske as a few. 

Megge stresses that it is im- 
portant that we have “some 
kind of physical involvement 
to relieve some of the stresses 
from our lives.” 

The skate is not an open in- 
vitation event, though, accord- 
ing to Baker. 

“We try to limit it to the 
same group of guys so it 
doesn’t get out of hand,” he 
said. “Everyone generally 
knows each other since a lot of 
the original guys are still 
here.” 

The sense of camaraderie 
resulting from the skate is not 
shared by Carron employees 
alone, but also by members of 
other companies. A good nu- 
mber of the skaters are em- 
ployees of Ford Motor 
Company who have been able 
to stop in whenever possible. 

An evening league, known 
as the Ford Hockey League, 
grew out of this lunch-time 
skating as well. 

After skating together sev- 


eral times at lunch, Baker and 
Jeff Fortin, a Ford engineer 
who was trying to organize a 
Ford only hockey league, de- 
cided to organize a combined 
league of eight teams. It has 
now grown to 12 teams, and, 
according to Baker, plans to 
expand to 16 teams next 
season. 

The overall composition of 
the members has changed, but 
the core has remained the 
same. Baker, McPherson and 
Megge, along with Carron and 
Co. engineers Herb White and 
Leonard Benfant make up the 
remaining group of original 
skaters. 

Although the lunch-time 
event is not financially spon- 
sored in any way by Carron 
and Company, it does repre- 
sent an agreement between 
management and employees 
and a commitment to each 
other. 

Both have come to an agree- 
ment over something that can 
drastically improve the cama- 
raderie and health of those in- 
volved and make for a better 
working environment. 

The lunch-time skate is a 
prime example of a ‘90s type of 
company event; one which 
breaks away from the typical 
boss-employee relationship 
and leans toward more of a 
partnership.

This 
is very new. It has only been 
out within the last year. 

Dagna said there are very 
few stage productions that are 
using the computer projection 
images today. 

“These projectors have 
been used in theatre, opera 
and industrials in previous 
years, but now that they have 
this computer system to oper 
ate the projections, you have 
more control especially to tai- 
lor your cues,” Dagna said. 

Kiss, the multi-award win- 


ning international hit. stars 
Chita Rivera who is recreating 
her Tony award-winning per 
formance. The musical fea- 
tures an exciting score of 
haunting ballads, torrid, Latin 
American inspired melodies, 
and pulsating rhythms by 
Broadway veterans John Kan 
der and Fred Ebb, famous for 
such musical theatre classics 
as “Cabaret”, “Zorba” and 
“Chicago.” 

It is an unusual tale of 
friendship and love that por- 
trays how the relationship bet- 
ween two men (Molina and 
Valentin played by Juan Chi 
oran and John Dossett) gradu- 
ally evolves from hostility and 
distrust to mutual respect and 
understanding. 

The terror and grim uncer- 
tainty of their imprisonment is 
ameliorated by Molina as he 
weaves vivid fantasies and re- 
counts to Valentin the glam 
orous and romantic world of 
the 1940s Hollywood movie 
musicals.

“Sometimes you have to 
cheat a little to make it work so 
the entire audience can see 
the effect.” 

Dagnar works with three 
projectors, but not necessarily 
all at the same time. 

“I work with someone who 
is assigned to automation and 
the computer board back 
stage,” Dagnar said. “All of us 
then follow the direction of the 
stage manager so that there is 
one person who is in control at 
all times.” 


Dagnar is considered a pro- 
fessional at what he does hav- 
ing been in the business for 
more than 20 years. Theatre 
work, however, wasn’t his first 
choice. 

“I always wanted to end up 
in radio and television,” Dag- 
nar said. “When I got out of 
school, it was tough to get into 
those so I got into stage work. 

“This projection field is be- 
ing used more and more in the 
theatre. You look at the shows 
that have come around re- 
cently that have used this kind 
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of special effect such as Will 
Rogers Follies, Tommy and How 
To Succeed in Business along 
with this show. Those are 
pretty big shows to use projec- 
tions within the last year.” 

What’s the most difficult 
part about Dagnar’s job? He 
said staying on top of the 
equipment so it doesn't break 
down. 

“It s really difficult to get 
the show up to the point where 
it becomes a show,” Dagnar 
said. “You have to work with 
everyone together so it’s some- 


times hard to get the time to 
finish what you need to get 
done.” 

What have been some of 
Dagnar’s most memorable jobs 
throughout the years? 

“I’ve worked on Liza Min- 
nelli’s show," Dagnar said. “I 
was also a key grip for the 
Cosby television series. I re- 
ally enjoyed that aspect of be- 
hind the scenes. I enjoy what 
I’m doing now though with the 
projectors.”

New 21st Century style 
flight training offered by Salo 
Aviation in Belleville is pro- 
viding great recreational expe- 
riences for some and advanced 
business opportunities for 
others.

The highlight of Salo Avia- 


tion’s flight training is the use 
of the seven new Katana air- 
planes, Salo said. 

Not only do we use the 
sprightly colored airplanes for 
our training lessons, he said, 
but we also are the area dealer 
for those interested in buying 
the 1995 Katana models cost- 
ing about $87,000 each. 

The planes are a basic 
white color, he said, with a 
blue and gold trim. The name 


Airport 

Katana is emblazoned on the 
front part of the plane and 
Salo Aviation is inscribed on 
the tail of the training planes. 

Salo said his firm also pro- 
vides air transport service for 
the lower 48 states and parts of 
Canada. 

Salo revealed he has a staff 
of seven persons, including 
five instructors and two week- 
end desk people. His chief 
flight instructor is James 
Turner, a 1993 graduate of 
Emory Riddle School of 
Scotsdale, Ariz. 

One of the other joys of visit- 
ing his flight school, Salo said, 
is that it is so close to the Yan- 
kee Air Force Museum. 

“They cart visit the museum 
and see the old World War I 
and II aircraft, such as B-17s.

Dear Doctor Dale: My motorcycle has been stored all winter, what do I have to do to get it 
ready for riding this summer? Motorhead 

Dear Motorhead: Providing you stored the vehicle properly and you charged your battery 
every 30 days in the off season all you should have to do is, and we strongly recommend this, 
remove the fuel from your tank and replace it with new, fresh gas, change your oil and filter, 
install your charged battery and start. You may foul your spark plugs right off the get go from the 
oil you should have put in the cylinders for storage But other than normal seasonal mainte- 
nance you should check your air pressure in your tires and your brakes, then you should be 
ready to ride. ^oc ^ a * e 

Dear Doctor Dale: I know that with a car you should get an oil change every 3,000 miles, how 
often do I change my motorcycles oil? Also how often should I get a tune up? Bewildered 

Dear Bewildered: Your question is an excellent one. We recommend, under normal riding 
conditions, the oil be changed every 2,000 to 3,000 miles and also replace the oil filter If you do 
your own oil changes be sure that you use only motorcycle oils. Automobile oils are not the 
same. Motorcycle oils contain 3 to 5 times more polymers than automotive oil Motorcycle oils 
also contain tungsten. In laymens terms - if a motorcycle oil starts breaking down after 2,000 
miles an automotive oil would start breaking down at about 500 miles! I hope this helps keep 
you and your bike running through the season Doctor Dale 

Dear Doctor Dale: What do I need to do to keep my motorcycle in good running order? 

Zombie 

Dear Zombie: I would strongly suggest you follow the maintenance guidelines in your owners 
manual to insure a long, healthy relationship. If you don t have a manual you should purchase a 
factory manual from a dealership The cost is usually $10-520. We do not recommend anything 
other than a factory manual But if these are no longer available, you should be able to 
purchase a after market service manual such as Chilten or Clymers Doctor Dale

yers, teachers and elected 
public officials. The list goes 
on and one. 

All of us were held together 
by a common thread of faith in 
ourselves and mankind. St. 
Aug pushed us to the limit and 
made us reach for lofty goals. 
We also had parents who be- 
lieved in the value of an edu- 
cation and were willing to 
make the necessary sacrifices 
of self denial, so that we could 
be successful. 

Parental involvement in our 
education was mandated by 
the school and parents knew 
going in that had to go the ex- 
tra mile with us when we were 
enrolled. High expectations 
for achievement was stressed 
by the administration and staff 
and supported by the parents. 

Those and other guiding 
principles are the measure of 
differences that Dr. Edmonds 
found in his studies and are 
the guiding principles of to- 
day’s effective school. 

As parents you too can make 
assessments of your child’s 
school by sizing them up to the 
same standards.

Today the staff consists of 
over 40 Josephites and laymen 
and women, half of whom are 
graduates of St. Augustine. 
The school has graduated over 
5,000 students and has an aver- 
age enrollment of 650 students. 
Some of its graduates include 
Dr. George McKenna, former 
principal of Washington High 
School in Los Angeles, for 
whom a TV movie was made. 
Dr. Percy Piere, vice president 
at Michigan State University.
